The court op ened this morning and 
took up the p roceedings at the p oint 
they were left on W ednesday . 
The

tiation, and a vast amount of wieid sup 
eM lous ancf ceremó hiefc, fetisches and in 
cantations; in short we find our Evangel 
ical churches have built up on this Hindoo 
btsis. 
They have not retained all of it 
hut very much of it. 
It starts out as a 
“covenant with death and an agreement 
with he!!.” And this ss a “ refuge of lies’ 
must be “swep t away and disannuled 
Christ calls it a “ foundation up on the 
sand,” up on which the storms should 
come and sweep it away ; Paul should he 
“ revealed of fire; if any m an’s work burns 
he shall suffer loss, but 
h e h imself s h a ll h e 
sa rcd , y et so as by fire,” 
Now let us get 
a clearer understanding; what are we go 
ÍRfi to found? It is a building of man; a 
temp le of God; a true—a best p ossible 
civilization; with true religion as its lead­ 
ing controiip g idea. 
But man is God's 
temp le and his sp irit dwells in us. 
And 
civilized, organized advancing Christian 
society is the true building; if Christ be 
the one only foundation, the governing 
corner atone. 
We are to have such a one; 
do we have it now? Are the p op ular 
churches resting on Christ Jesus, or have 
they some other foundation, with only 
Christ, or Christianity mixed with it, or 
stored, unbuilt up an some othei fabric? 
Now, it is not my design to “ p itch into 
the|churches ” as worthless; they are do 
iDg a great deal of good, they contain 
many excellent p eop le; their aim towers 
abovo and bey ond their fundamentals, 
but their corner stone is too small, to» ) 
crude, too shack ling anil frail a bed to 
hold up this great, growing civilization. 
They teach Christ vaguely and are being 
more and more infused with his sp irit, 
but which of them, as churches do not 
found up on a fallen angel? 
More God's 
assumed failure in creation; up on the 
“ fall of man.” and an Inherit« « ! fallen 
human nature? 
But for this they would 
see no need for Christ at all, hence un 
less Adam be fallen and doubly cursed, 
hell doomed and lost in p erditions for 
ever and tho race through him. they 
would see little need of religion at all 
Christ, with this sy stem, is simp ly a God 
incarnate, come as a vicarious sacrifie» 
to save men from hell, that is an old, oft 
rep eated Hindoo idea; they mak e * n 
ligion simp ly to k eep man out of hell, and 
to op en heaven, 
not to all, but one by 
one, as men are sp ecially redeemed, as 
from a p awa-brok cr, and let into heaven, 
not on account of m erits or by rep en 
lance, it may be the last minute of a 
wick ed life 
The logic of this sy stem 
would have children horn with inherited 
damnation stamp ed up on 
them;

must he swep t away , with these as blinds 
before our ey es, how can we k now the 
true Christ, which lightens every man? 
As Prostestants swep t away the grossest 
forms of Pagan tradition, so long cherish­ 
ed by the Catholic sy stem, even so must 
Universalism sweep away these funda 
mental traditions of Protestantism.

true civilization cannot rest up on fallen 
man; it can only firmly starnl up on risen 
manhood, p erfected, up on Jesus Christ, 
the comp lete man 
That dark , old gloomy 
sy stem is » loomed. 
It, is of the earth, 
earthly . A ny sy stem founded on Adam’s 
fall is a “sink ing ship .” 
Yes. and we 
find its adherents already tak ing to their 
boats and floating p lank s to get away . 
Beecher has borrowed evolution from

Columbus , Ohio, Oct. 10.—'Tho excite­ 
ment was a t fev er heat hero Thur<*lny 
night, and the moat extrav agant reports 
camo from Cincinnati concerning what will 
bo tho result in connoction with the count­ 
ing of tho v ote. 
Some of those who hav e 
come 
up 
from 
Cincinnati 
nay 
there 
is the greatest indignation ov er what has 
already been discov ered, land fears are ex­ 
pressed ¿by the better class of citizens that 
there will be a return of tho riots. There was 
a report here during the ev ening th at John 
R, McLian had loft Cincinnati, and was 
here us a m atter of safety against tho 
throats which had been made against him, 
but tho closest inquiry failed to dev elop tie1 
fact that he is in tho city 
Home of the 
Democratic committeemen aro here, and 
they are closeted. It is understood that they 
are making arrangements to look alter the 
count in tho close counties and sending agents 
to the different 
localities 
to 
represent 
them. 
They are still claiming the legisla­ 
ture on joint ballot by the same figures 
which they gav e out Wednesday ev ening, 
with ò li members in the house and 21 in the 
senate. 
They claim Hamilton county solid, 
whilo the li qmblicans hav e settled down to 
the idea that tboy hav e from 400 to *00 m a ­ 
jority on the entire ticket with the exemp­ 
tion of one candidate for the house -( ' >1. 
Robert Harlan. 
Tim contest binges there, 
and if there is any » rouble it will originate 
from that point. 
Should the Republicans find they can not 
secure the legislature on a joint ballot w ith ­ 
out Hamilton county, thoy will make a 
desperate effort to secure a [» art of it at 
loas.. 
A .'urge num ber of prominent Re­ 
publicans came in from di ite rent parts of 
tho state on the ev ening trains, and they 
are making efforts to meet tho enemy in 
anything which may 1>» attem pted in the 
close counties. 
The chairman of the com 
mittee has sent telegrams to all t lie chair­ 
men of theicommittees offthe dose countie ; 
where the counts hav e not been decided, 
and lias put them on guard with n statement 
to tho iff 11 that there is an effort being 
made to steal a United States senators hip, 
and urging thorn to uso tho greatest care in 
the protection ot 
the tally-sheet* and 
po l l- 
book ; until t he official count is completed. 
There 
has 
beon considerable 
bragga­ 
docio on bot.ii sidos, and they hav e contrib­ 
uted about equally a t the headquarters of 
the separate committees to the excitement, 
by the noisy nud extrav agant claims which 
hav e 
1> «Mi 
made 
in 
regard 
to

legislativ e ticket. 
At Democratic im*o 
quarters they tired off sky-rockets, an 1 the 
Republican committee, earlier in the ev en 
ing,(caused a cannon to lie fired ov er the re­ 
sult. 
At the Republican headquarters they 
claim to hav e semi-official returns from all 
the counties in the state with the exception 
of three—Htark, Lucas and H ardin—an i 
these estimates show th a t Foraker has c a r­ 
ried 
tho state by a plurality of about 
151,000, 
and 
the 
balance of tho 
ticket 
will get ov er 20,000. 
The 
Republican* 
now claim 
17 senators and 58 members, 
which would giv e them a m ajority of only 
ii ou 
joint 
ballot.

Htark, Lucas and Hardin counties in doubt 
and also the senator in the Dayton district. 
If tho Democrats should get these doubtful 
counties they will hav o a majority °f ::

Home persons may han

the plant, b reathe its fumes when b urning 
or ev en chew the loav es and flowers with 
impunity, while others are affected with a 
dangerous swelling and inflammation from 
the least exposure to its effluv ium. 
80111© 
b ecome sensitiv e after b eing once poi-oned, 
while others who were equally affected when 
young may outgrow tho susceptib ility and 
t» ecome ab le to hamllo the plant in safety. 
Perhaps the minority are susceptib le, while 
those who hab itually dwell in the w ods are 
non-sensitiv e to its dangerous properties. 
Many methods of cure are employe I with 
more or Io*s success, b ut I wish h« ra to men 
tion b ut one. 
On the Fourth of July last I 
chanced to b e in a piece of rough woodland 
in northern New Jersey, and unexpectedly 
found myself in the midst of a thick growth 
of poison sumach, which 
I had rub b ed 
against without ob serv ing. 
Knowing my 
susceptib ility, 1 was naturally alarmed, and 
the more so when the next morning I found 
my face swollen and fev erish, with other 
premonitory symptoms of a sev ere case of 
poLouing. 
Hav ing heard of hot water 
as a 
cure, 1 at once b egan b athing face and hands 
in water as hot as coal t b e endured. 
This 
traatm ent, repeated sev eral tini‘»s during,., 
the day, 
prov ed remarkab ly ettlcacious. 
The swelling and the fev erish symptoms 
quickly disappeared, and the noxt day there 
were only one or two faint indications of 
the b listers. 
Since then a friend has tried 
the same remedy with the same effect. 
The 
poison symptoms are a t once allayed. 
My experience Is that when the eruption 
has once appeared no remedy can cause ifcs 
rapid disappearance. 
It seems to run its 
course in defiance of antidotes. 
Yet ev en 
then the hot water remedy allays the itch 
ing, which is its most disagreeab le symptom. 
I hav e v ery recently b een affected b y iv y poy 
soning, and hav e remov ed ev ery sensation 
of j>aiu b y l&thing in v ery hot wAter, 
though the b listers took their own time to 
dry up atul disip)» ear.
